Once again using our Lenten crosses from last year, our 
dramas this year will focus on "Cross/Peace." Each week 
households will receive an artifact to hang on their cross: 
a stone, coin, purple cloth, nail, dice, sponge, and our 
Lenten dramas will focus on these weekly themes. Pastor 
Bruce & Nanette & Diane have done an outstanding job 
of planning an inspirational Lenten season with an FCLC 



written devotional book, weekly preaching topics, and Lenten 
dramas for our Wed. worship services. 

Once again each of our ministries will be taking a turn setting 
up and cleaning up for the soup suppers. So far, it's worked out 
great! We hope you'll observe Lent with us this year and join us 
for a very special season of fellowship and worship as we "draw 
near to God" during these 40 days of fasting and prayer. 

2) On our new endowment... 

You've seen in the bulletin and newsletter that we've distributed 
$18,000 to various ministry requests. We're really excited 
about this opportunity to support ministries beyond our general 
budget. The endowment's primary emphasis is to support 
outreach projects and scholarships of a one time nature, 
while our Outreach budget from our "first-fruits" tends to fund 
many outreach ministries on an ongoing basis. Unless there 
is an emergency, this endowment is not allowed to "rescue" 
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the general budget or fund new staff positions or building 
projects. 

While we give thanks to God for the generosity of Hans 
Hansen and his vision for this "gift that keeps on giving," 
we do hope that as you are blessed with opportunities for 
"second mile giving" or special gifts, or memorial funds, please 
prayerfully consider supporting our FCLC Endowment . Again 
we remember that "we have been blessed to be a blessing!" 

3) On new member assimilation... 

Is it possible to grow too fast? Yes! And for churches that 
means losing new members out the "back door" while new 
people are coming in the "front door." Studies indicate 
that churches have about six weeks to get new members 
involved; after that it's much harder because they'll decided 
they're not needed, or they'll slip into inactivity, or they'll 
simply slip away altogether. While some people are "self- 
starters" and they quickly jump into church activities, most 
folks need encouragement and personal invitations to get 
involved . Welcome to ministry. While the challenge of this 
task usually falls primarily on church staffs and councils, truly 
it's best if we all work together to welcome and encourage 
the involvement of our new members. Thanks for your help 
in this vital ministry! 

Also, it occurs to me that we can help our new members by 
wearing our nametaas. We really haven't emphasized this 
much in recent years, but truly it would be helpful. How many 



times have you shared the peace with someone and wished 
you could remember their name? It's happened to all of us! 
As I always say when we pass the peace; "We encourage 
you to learn new names!" Wearing nametags would help all 
of us. If you've lost yours, please contact the office. 

In most churches I've visited; people don't offer their names 
during the passing of the peace. Since we're "not your 
typical Lutheran church," let's be different in this regard also. 
Try to ALWAYS say the other person's name; "The peace 
of the Lord, name." Or, "God's peace, name." Or "Good 
morning; help me remember your name..." Or, "You look 
familiar, have we met?" Or, "I think we met a while back, 
help me remember your name..." As with the old TV show 
"Cheers," let's be the church where "everyone knows your 
name!"

In the January issue of The Lutheran magazine, there 
was an article on the results of a survey in which readers 
were asked what cover stories they would like to read in 
the near future. The article listed the top ten, which is led 
off by this #1 concern: "What Lutherans share, and don't, 
with'mainliners'and fundamentalists." In fourth place was 
"How Luther and Lutherans read the Bible." Number 5 was 
"Luther's 95 theses today," and #6 was "What it means to 
be a Lutheran." 

Why am I mentioning those particular items (1 ,4,5 and 
6) out of the top six? It's because every one of these 
subjects will be tackled at one point or another in the 
next Sunday School course that I will be teaching, 
beginning on Sunday, March 18. 1 have long been 
convinced that most Lutherans are very much concerned 
about things like these. Many Lutheran adults have told 
me that they wish they could take a confirmation class 
again, on an adult-oriented level. That's why some time 
ago I developed a course entitled "Here We Stand: What 
Lutherans Believe and Why." 

Unlike most of the other courses I have put together over 
the years, I have not written a specific set of "handouts" 
for every Sunday. Instead, my primary texts are some 
of the key documents of Lutheranism. For instance, I 
will start with the Augsburg Confession (1 530), which 
contains 21 key doctrines of the new Lutheran faith. 
Then we'll explore at length Martin Luther's Catechisms 
- not only the familiar Small Catechism, but also his 
wonderfully insightful Large Catechism as well. In 
addition, we'll touch on some of the lesser known 
but highly insightful and influential early theological 
statements of Lutheranism. 

Another way in which this course is different from 
many others that I teach is the fact that this one has no 
particular boundaries of time. In other words, it's not for 
a set number of weeks. I frankly don't know how long it 
will last. We'll keep things moving along, but we can take 



as much time as we wish on certain topics of special 
interest. 

That's because the purpose of this course is not just to 
teach a few basic lessons in theology and history. Rather, 
it is an in-depth opportunity to discover not only what 
classical Lutheranism has believed and why, but what 
you believe and why. 

So it is important that we take the time - however much 
time it takes - to explore the depths of our own beliefs 
and commitments, such as - to go back to the article in 
The Lutheran--: 

- how we are similar to, and different from, other 
Christians (and, often, from other religions and belief 
systems, paying particular attention to Islam because of 
its prominence these days); 

- how we can read the Bible most faithfully; 

- what Luther's ideas mean for us today; and: 

- what it means to be a Lutheran. 

In addition to my own excitement about these very 
crucial topics, I am quite pleased that Ed Broestl will 
be helping to lead this course at various points. Ed is 
involved very deeply in Lutheran theology these days, 
in relation to his work with Gettysburg Seminary as 
he draws nearer to his goal of becoming a diaconal 
minister. He will bring fresh insights and enthusiasm to 
our explorations. 

I look forward very much to the stimulation and 
satisfaction of delving into these very important matters. 
I hope you can join us.

Xi^Bfijr THE SEASON OF LENT AND THE CELEBRATION OF EASTER offer especially meaningful times 
to read the beautifully illustrated and simply told stories of Jesus and his time on earth with 
children and help them understand the scriptures they are hearing in church and special services. The Arch books 
with rhyming words and vivid pictures have been popular for over fifty years and are updated frequently to 
attract today's youngest readers. The Bible story display in the corner of the library holds many Arch books and 
nearby shelves offer many Easter stories. Browse them with your child and take home a few to read at bedtime. 
Some of the best illustrators working today are displaying their finest work in children's stories. 

Reader Recommendation by Lorna ott: 

Boundaries: When to Say "Yes," When to Say "No" to Take Control ofYour Life.

Thirty years ago while reading a variety of "self help" books, I found some insights and suggestions to be 
useful, even a blessing. However, a persistent difficulty lead me to bypass that category after a while. 
I simply did not know how to fit much of the psychological subject matter into my life's framework... 
(i.e. born and raised LCMS, parochial school grades 1-8, chaplain's daughter, Lutheran university). The 
struggle with contradictions in both thought and feeling probably added fuel to the flames and many 
facets of anger and resentment. Years go by ... those problems are buried way back somewhere ... God's 
love, mercy, and grace endure ... and He begins another good work in me. Here at Faith Community I am 
welcomed, loved and led into adult Bible studies, worshipful gathering, Stephen Ministry training, Via de 
Cristo, volunteer service, my own study at home, and many treasured loving relationships, all of which 
continue to inform and heal my brokenness every day. 

Because our Stephen Ministry leaders spoke so highly of it, I picked up "Boundaries" for a look- 
see when it was on display in the narthex; becoming curious and reading it, I later participated in a small 
group using it for study material. Moments of insight and revelation are for me often quiet little times, 
sometimes deep and wide and lasting. But, this book's material had me up and dancing, and so filled 
with "THANK YOU, GOD," I could hardly sit still long enough to read and experience more of "the aah- 
haas,"the understandings, the joy of being alive to the revealing of the Spirit. God's framework by His 
design expects and directly teaches the necessity for boundaries, and the requirement to acknowledge, 
protect and nurture in ourselves and others a life-long responsible acceptance of "me and mine,""you 
and yours,""his and hers,""ours and theirs." Finally! A way to reconcile what I had believed was contradic- 
tory, even divisive material. 

Detailed, oh yes! Referenced to the Word, yes, at every point, using various familiar translations 
of the Bible. Healing and wholeness are best served when head and heart, and body and soul, are ad- 
dressed and this book really helped. The Holy Spirit turns my reading into blessing, my blessing into 
sharing, my sharing into healing, my healing into courage, my courage into asking for more of His grace 
to go where 
He leads. - Lorna Ott.
